Sir Wilfrid Salutes the By-gone Leaders of the Conserva- 
tive Party But Not the Leaders of 
the Present Day. 


Montmagny, Que., Sept. 13—Flanked by the great Laurentian hills 
and centered in @ spot of wild beauty this little town, the political anom- 
aly of Quebet, was viatted by the premier yesterday. I returns tc. the fed- 
eral parliament a Liberal member, and to the provincial, Armand Lavergne, 
a Neutenant of the Nationalist party. Sit Willrid, fresh and smiling after 
his exertions of Tuesday, came to support the candidature of Hon, Dr. 
Beland, who is also running !n Beauce county. An enthusiastic reception 
was accorded the premier by a crowd of 4,000, and he spake strongly, clearly 
and effectively in support of his platform. 

Present Leaders 

Acocmpanying the premier were Dr. Beland, Hon. Mr, Devlin and 
Hon. Mr. Caron, minister of agricultufe, who spoke out strongly in favor 
of reciprocity from the previncial. and federal standpoint. 

The premier said: “Reciprocity, was sought by Sir John Macdonali, 
Chapleau and other chiefs of the great Conservative party. I say Creat Con- 
servative party, and I salute them.” At the moment he raised his hat tn 
respect to their memory, But quickly replacing It he said: “But the present 
leaders, what are they? Only pigmies.” 

The premier dwelt on the prosperity of the country and prephesied 
increased prosperity for Canada, ana benefit also to the United States and 
said that all the farmers from east to West were in favor of the pact. He 
attacked the statement of those who said that the navy would mean in- 
creased taxation for the peuple and remarked. that such speakers were 
only focting the people, 

Laughing at the Farmers, 

Hon. Dr. Beland made an appeal to the farming class against the 
manufacturers and capitalists, Sir Wilfrid Laurier was tho grea'est man 
in the history of Canada, and was not like Bir Hugh Graham, Sir Ed- 
mund Walker and Sir Wm.

Refuse to Discuss Question 
of Reciprocity—Avoids 
International Politi<s. 


Minneapolis, Sept. 13—Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, presicent of the C.P.R., 
arrived in St. Paul and Minneapolis 
this evening on the last lap of Nis an- 


nual tcar of inspection. 

Declining to talk for publication on 
any topics concerning international 
politics or of the reciprocity pact; Sir 
Thomas declared that the develoep- 
ment of the Canadian northwest weuld 
mean mut. to Minneapolis His ra- 
marks atong this line, while pointing 
directly away from any mention of re- 
ciprocity, were construed by his 
hearers to mean that if the pact was 
approved by the people of Canada, 
Minneapctis will reap much benefit 
from the treaty. 

Asked if the $6,000,000 bend issue 
of the Great Northern road issued last 
spring was to be used for cxtending 
that system into the Canadian north- 
west as rumored in the east at the 
time, Sir Thomas replied: “I am not 
in the confidence of Mr. Hill, and can- 
not say.” 

Asked with reference ta a counter- 
acting movement, he said that the 
C.P.R. makes its own plans and car- 
ries out its own projects without much 
attention to what other competitive 
lines are doing, 

When the question of reciprocity 
was reached Sir Thomas said he did 
not care to talk publicly on the su- 
ject. “All know how I and the rail- 
road stand on that question,’ he said.

TWO ARMIES’ 
MANOEUVRES 


The German and French 
Evolutions Come to 
an End, 


Woldeck Mechlenburg Sterlitz, Sept. 
13—The imperial army manoeuvres 
ended this morning witn the complete 
deféat of the invaders, vho had sought 
to hew a way to the German capital. 
The enemy was caught in a converg- 
ing attack by the two corps of Field 
Marshall Baron Von Der Mveltz, in 
supreme command of the defenders, 
and severely handled, Given the same 
conditions in actual warfare it would 
be hardly possible fcr a foreign army 
te regain the coast. 

The enemy unier Prince Frieder- 
ich Leopold, after a ‘urried retreat 
yesterday encamped for the night in 
a crowded unfavorable position, Von 
Der Moltz attacked furiously at day- 
break, At ten o'clock when a signal 
from a captive balloon announced the 
conclusion of the manveuvres, he had 
broken the front of the invaders, en- 
veloped their flank and beaten off the 
countes attack by which Pfince Fris- 
derich Leopold had attempted to re- 
trieve the day. 

French Manocuvres, 

Belfort France, Sept. 13—The au- 
tumn manceuvres of the French army 
were brought to a close today with 
the burning of much gunpowder in 
an early morning battle which raised 
the hypothetical investment of Belfort, 
The aeroplanists did not figure in the 
finish, as they had been driven from 
the sky by the high winds, 

The aviators’ scouting appears to 
Have been remarkable, From heights 
varying from 2,000 to 3,000 feet they 
noted every movement of the troops 
and reported the location of all the 
batteries except those hidden by fer- 
est,

SINESS AT 
THE CONGRESS 


Many, Matters of Import- 
ance to Labor Are 
Discussed. 


Calgary, Sept. 13—Matters pertain- 
ing to the constitution of the con- 
eress were taken wp at considerable 
length at this morning's scesion of 
the annual convention of the Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada, in 
progrees at Paget Hall. A large num- 
ber of important resolutions were 
considered. The reports of several 
committees were receiV@d and adopt- 
ed after brief discussion, 

The committee appointed to con- 
sider amendments to legielation of 
the criminal code bearing on Moral 
und Social reform failed to arrive at 
a unanimous report, although they 
explain what the concensus of opin- 
fon of that body was in regard to such 
matters, 

Dealing with gambling on = race 
tracks and the amendments to the 
criminal code which seeks to reduce 
to the minimum this admitted vice, 
the committee said that While worthy 
of endorsement of the Trades and 
Labor Congress of Canada, “we be- 
lieve it necessary to point out that 
gambling in its various forms is an 
indispensible institution in the exist- 
ing economic order of things, and to 
deal with gambling with an end in 
view of abolishing it, would mean a 
social upheaval,” 

The social Evil. 

The matter of gocial vices or the 
so-called “social evil” was easier to 
agree upon and the committee re- 
ported that it had agreed that such 
amendments to the present laws as 
would provide for proper control of 
the segregated district and also to 
protect girls and women working in 
factories and the Hke from the vic- 
ious attendant officials in charge were 
desirable, 

The suppression of the social evil 
as provided for by the existing laws 


was condemned ag superficial and 
not getting down to the cause but 
merely attacking the effect. Some of 


the real causes of undesirable condi- 
tions and things which were militat- 
ing against the social and moral wel- 
fare of all kinds, were mentioned and 
among them was the “mere pittance” 
of wages paid in big factory centres. 
This, the report stated was leading 
many of them to lead the “short and 
merry life.” 

In conclusion the report stated 
that the only solution of the social 
evil problem lay in the ultimate so- 


cial and economic equality of the 
sexes, 
In the meantime, the committee 


exhorted the Congress to do all in ite 
power to further any movement or 
any legislation which would tend to 
stop the “terrible conditions’ under 
which women and children have to 
work in the larger manufacturing 
centres. 
Representation. 

The matter of representation was 
taken up and discussed at great 
length on presentation of a motion 
that certain changes be made in the 
constitution that would permit inter- 
nal organizations to have represen- 
tation at the Congress. The amend- 
ment was rejected by an almost un- 
animous vote when put to the con- 
vention, which means that the con- 
stitution remains wnchanged prac- 
tically and that international organ- 
izations will have representation pro- 
viding the delegates are from Can- 
ada, 

Resolution number forty which 
asked that a parliamentary commit- 
tee be appointed to draft a platform 
for the guidance of the congress, 60 
tht it could take an active part in 
political matters, next came before 
the committee. It amounted to a 
suggestion to form a separate party. 
Some of the English delegates did 
not think Congress should be cme 
broiled in politics at present. Secre- 
tary Draper. explained that the re- 
solution was the only one of its kind 
that could be properly brought be- 
fore the public. Others of a similar 
nature had been referred to the laws 
committee, 

In 1906, the Congress while in ses- 
sion at Victoria had specifically re- 
legated political matters to the pro- 
Vincial executive This Congress was 
a legislative body purely and simply. 
Jt the Congress was going to take 
part in political matters, another 
Jegislative body would have to spring 
up to take its place, 

Resolution Thrown Out. 

On a vote, the parliamentary reso- 
lution was thrown out, Another reso- 
lution to prohibit smoking during the 
sessions of the committees was also 
thrown out amid laughter, 

Resolution No 25 was that all in- 
ternational unions rescind any clauses 
in their respective constitutions 
which prohibited the full and free 
discussion of political issues. This re- 
solution was concurred in. Resolu- 
tion 26 regarding the use of private 
locks on switches by car workers 
was also concurred in 

No, 27 to exempt unions from the 
payment of custom duties on supplies 
shipped from headquarters in the 
United States was concurred in. 

No, 28 demanding an_ increase in 
the number of factory inspectors was 
also concurred in, 

No, 29 called for the establishment 
of free munictpal or provincial em- 
ployment agencies, and received the 
concurrence af the convention, 

Closing Bar Rooms. 

No 31 wasa resolution to ask legis- 
lation to close all bar rooms on Labor 
Day. It was snowed under. 

No. 44, to appoint a man from each 
incoming executive of congress from 
each province to follow provincial 
legislation as soon as the finances of 
the congress should permit Delegate 
MeVeittic pointed out that the pres- 
ent constitution gave power to do 
this without any further resolutions.In

The stewy of the Killing of Bankess 
according to further information re- 
ceived at the inquest is that. on the 
day of the murder, both Bankess anl 
Atkinson had been drinking heavily, 
A neighbor nanted ‘Dodds,* .awhd res 
mained to dinner at Atkinson's on 
Monday fcand them on go94 terms, 
but after dinner a wrestling match ‘n 
which Atkinson was worsted, so en- 
raged Atkinson that «fter first -at- 
tempting to get satiafaction by using 
a knife oh Bankess, he wichdrew to 
the house to procure a gun and in 
spite of the protests of Dodds he tovk 
deliberate aim at the tent nearby 
where Bankes was atanding at the 
time and _ fired, The bullet struck 
Bankess full in the jaw, passing clear 
through and severing the jugular 
vein. One shot only was fred, At- 
kinsop having in the meantime beeh 
quieted and retiring -to the doorstep 
where he sat with the sun in his Hand, 
Not Immediatety Fatal. 
Strange to say the gunshot which 
caused Bankess’ death, Was not ‘tm- 
mediately fatal. “Me succeeded in 
dragging himself out cé the tent and 
to a neighbor's some, distance away. 
When he reached there he was spee7ch- 
less and was forced’ 't6 write answers 
to the questions they put.
